SwBJPCT :—Utilisation of release orders in respect of canalised items for determinint eligi¬ 
bility for grant of licences to actual users for import of raw materials, com¬ 
ponents and spares. 

No, 182-ITC(PN)/71.—Attention is invited to paragraph 25 of the Section I of the 
Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book-Vol. 1) for the period April 1971—March, 197# 
which lays down eligibility for making applications for import licences by Industrie* othdr 
linn priority industries, for import of raw materials, componants an’d spare*. h» tmW 
a i these provisions, eligibility of an applicant is determined with reference to lb* 01*11**- 
fiot of th* previous import licences upto the specified extent. 

2. 1* has been decided that while determining eligibility of the applicants in tern# of 

tin above mentioned praragraph 25 of the Red Book, the licensing authorities will arj« 
ofewch the utilisation of the previous release orders. For this purpose, the appheart* 
•*•*8*4 in industries other than priority industries should produce the following evjd***# 
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in support of (he utilisation of release orders along with .their import applications for 
import of raw materials, components and spares: — 

(i) A letter, in original from the canalising agency to show that either the goods 

covered by the release order have been lifted hv the applicant to the extent 
of at least 60% of the quality or value covered by the release order, or 
the payment of goods has been made by the applicant to the extent that it 
constitutes a firm commitment for lifting at least 90 per cent of the quantity 
or value of the goods covered by the release order 

(ii) If neither of the above conditions is satisfied, hut the applicant produce# g 

letter, in original from the canalising agency that the goods have not been 
lifted for reasons beyond the control of the applicant, owing to temporary 
non availability of supplies w'th the canalising agency, such letter will also 
be treated as evidence of "utilisation" of the release order for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. 

(iii) If a release order is less than 4 months old on the date of application, bo 

evidence is necessary in support of its utilisation. 

3. Tho provisions of prargraph 25 of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book Vol. 
I) for the period April. 1971—March, 1972 may be deemed to havo been amended 
accordingly,
